the Assembly, Thursday, the Oth instant, in 
i-omniitteo of tho whole, on Mr. Wilson's Lim- 
itation b.H. Messrs. Chase, Smith, Fuller, 
J.B. Jolmwn, and Briggs, opposed, and 
Mewrs. Wilson, Jenkins, Vincent, Tomp- 
kins, Snover, Lowth, Cone, Everly and Groot, 
advocated the principles of the bill.

Motion of Mr. Hemcnway, that the bill 


hhould net take effect till July 4, 1951. Lost. 


On motion of Mr. Tompkins, section 7th, 


providing for a sliding t-cale of taxation, was 
iirickcn out. The bill was thoroughly discus- 
ted, icction by section, when tho committee 
rose at d reported, and after several ineffectu- 
al iittempt* to fctave off the bill — in which re- 
course w:is had to almost every parliamentary 
rulu, lli« bill win ordered to be engrossed and 
riad tho th'ud lime, by a vote of ayes 39, 
r\of* 1'J— one more than a majority of two- 
tLirds.

DISTINCTIONS AND KCFFJEIIENCES. 
The Free Soil State Convention, at Madi- 


•on, Jan., 1849, 


Resolved, That the public lands should be 


granted to landless actual settlers, in limited 
quantities, at the cost of survey and transfer, 
and that a limit should be placed to the 
amount of land that any individual may here- 
after acquire and own at any one time. 


The Wisconsin, in reviewing this Resolu- 


tion immediately after its passage, said: 


" National Land Reform is favored by the 


great body of the people, but we have great 
doubts whether they would be willing to gay 
that a man should not own 1,000 ncrea of land, 
provided he acquired it honestly. Those who 
go for free trade, lire inclined to favor free in- 
dustry, rather than limitation." 


The Wisconsin here took distinct ground in 


favor of allowing every individual to monopo- 
lize as much of the public lands as ho could 
pay for. But immediately after this commit- 
tal against land limitation, Mr. Walker's let- 
ter to Mr. Elmore, in favor of land limitation, 
appeared, and the Wisconsin published it and 
approved it. 
Since then he has copied a 


great many articles in favor of Land Limita- 
tion, and when Messrs. Hine, Ingulla and Van 
Amringe were here, last summer, and spoke 
chiefly in favor of land limitation, the Wiscon- 
sin applauded them highly. 


Last Saturday, the Wisconsin undertook to 


show that the Democratic party is not com- 
mitted to the policy of limiting the amount of 
private lands one may acquire, or, in its own 
perspicuous language, that its " Land Limita- 
tion is confined to Government lands, and not 
one word does it avow relative to limiting the 
private acquisitions of individuals." 
And 


then, forgetting its onslaught upon the Land 
Limitation Resolution of the Free Soil State 
Convention, and its unequivocal opposition to 
the principle of limitation itself, it now has 
the gracelessness and hardihood to say: " We 
have for years earnestly favored the policy of 
donating the Government lands to actual land- 
less settlers, and limiting tho amount." 


Tho Sentinel, also, approves the policy of 


giung the public lands, in limited quantities, 
to actual settlers. If the principle of limita- 
tion is good when applied to the^wWic lands, 
why not also when applied to private lands ? 
Why prevent a monopoly of the public lands, 
and allow a monopoly of private lands ? All 
the private lands in Wisconsin, were public 
lands a few years ago.
